The Crystal Palace 
to be restored 


Boris Johnson has welcomed plans for 
a £500 million investment to rebuild The 
Crystal Palace and restore the surrounding 
public park. The ambition is to rebuild 
The Crystal Palace as a major new cultural 
destination on the site of the original 
Victorian building, which burned down 
in 1936. The project, financed by the 
ZhongRong Group, will also see the park

Palma is a beautiful Medieval city, the sort of 
place London might have been had it not been 
ravaged by fire. I'm not saying that London isn't 
just as beautiful - it most certainly is, but it's 
Georgian and Victorian beautiful, rather than 
looking like something out of a really classy 
production of Romeo and Juliet. There are more 
balconies than you can shake a stick at in Palma. 

The city also has a great big cathedral that 
looks like the most elaborate giant sandcastle in 
the world, some seriously mad Gaudi-esque 
architecture, lots of proper old fashioned ladies' 
stocking and suspender shops and, best of all, 
horse-drawn carriages. 

I am a sucker for a horse-drawn carriage. I 
also like funicular railways, open-topped buses 
and cable cars (even though they terrify me), but 
of all these things, the horse-drawn carriage is 
king. Can there be anything more romantic than 
the sound of horses' hooves clip-clopping across 
moonlit cobbles? 

Oh how I long to have a city sight-seeing trip 
in a horse-drawn carriage - whether it's 
downtown Palma, New York's Central Park or

balconies, the sort of place 
London might have been had 
it not been ravaged by fire 

even Blackpool Promenade - I have begged the 
old man to join me in 'the ride of a lifetime', to 
no avail. Unfortunately he thinks the tourist 
pony and trap is, quite literally, a load of pony 
and trap! 'They're naff', he insists, and I have 
never managed to get him drunk enough to 
change his mind and jump on board. 

However one thing Geoff and I share a 
mutual repugnance for is the living statue. I can 
take any number of ropey portrait painters and 
sc alp-pinching hair braiders, and I'm in awe of 
anyone who can paint my name on a grain of 
rice, but it only takes one 'Roman soldier' to 



jump out at me and my fist automatically curls 
into a punch position and I have to be restrained 
from creating an ugly scene. 

Which brings me to buskers. Buskers tend to 
divide people into lovers and loathers. For me, 
busking is all about quality control. In Palma, the 
buskers ranged from hairy hipsters with rather 
lovely voices to oldies who knew their way 
around an accordion. But none were patch on my 
favourite London busker, who goes by the name 
of 'The Flame Proof Moth' - a lanky musical poet 
who performs on the banks of the Thames until 
the tide turns and the river laps at his thighs. 

I promise he's excellent and, even better he 
apparently resides in Nunhead. Yes, south 
London wins again!

pastries'. Cannon & Cannon (18

EAST DULWICH 

In Zena's words. East Dulwich 'hosts the 
area's largest concentration of shops 
and eateries'.

You will 20 to the ball 


Tucked away in Brockley, the Rivoli Ballroom is London’s last remaining 
1950s dance hall and the epitome of retro glamour, finds Sally Coffey 



F or those in the know, the Rivoli 
Ballroom, a plush wonderland of 
red velvet walls, royally fit by a 
succession of bulbs shielded by crystal 
chandeliers and oversized Chinese 
lanterns, is like a graceful saunter into 
postwar London with all the grandeur 
of an F Scott Fitzgerald novel. 

Housed in a former cinema, originally 
known as the Crofton Park Picture Palace, 
which was built to a Henley Attwater 
design in 1913 and later became known 
as The Rivoli Cinema, it is the last 
remaining intact 1950s ballroom in 
London. The last film was screened in 
1957 and The Rivoli opened in its current 
guise on Boxing Day 1959, complete with 
a Canadian sprung maple dance floor 
- all the better for lindy-hopping on. 

After years of uncertainty about the 
future of the venue, it was granted Grade- 
II listed status in 2007 thanks to its 
unusual interior and the flamboyance of 
its design. The building's frontage, based 
on an Art Deco design that dates back to 
1931, is a familiar sight to the inhabitants 
of Brockley, as are its notorious jive 
parties, its monthly gay, mixed and 
straight night Jacky's Jukebox, and the 


delectable Magic Theatre costume 
balls, which draw a wild uninhibited 
crowd. However, for some reason 
the Rivoli Ballroom has fallen under 
the radar of the rest of the city. 

Bill and Jean (Jeannie) Mannix 
have been running the Rivoli since 
the early 80s. 'We're told that it is 
the only venue of its type in London 
and it's like a continuation of the 
past,' says Bill, 'Our grandfathers 
danced here and it hasn't changed 
since then really.' 

Some restoration work has been 
done to the fading interior but it was 
all in keeping with the original design. 

'Its second role is as a museum,' 

Bill says, 'And we're very proud of this, 
it's a real rarity, particularly the back 
hall, and it always surprises people.' 

Will the extension of the 
Overground Line to Brockley draw 
the hipsters to this last bastion of old- 
school glamour? Perhaps, but in the 
meantime, it's time for the rest of us 
to make the most of the live bands, 

DJs and jive lessons and make sure 
the joint never stops jumping.

Getting divorced: what to 
do before you do anything 
else, by Marilyn Stowe 



M arilyn Stowe is the senior 
partner at Stowe Family

So you are getting divorced. What 
happens now? In fact, this is likely to 
be one of the most critical periods of 
the process. The choices you make 
now are likely to have far-reaching 
effects. Here is my advice... 

1 Choose a good solicitor, if you can 
afford one. Your lawyer will 
represent you, steer your case to its 
conclusion - and can make or break 
your case. 

2 Consider the various methods of 
divorce and the associated costs. 
Your choice must be agreed with your 
spouse. Newer options on offer include 
'DIY divorce', mediation, collaborative 
divorce and arbitration. 

3 Consider your financial needs and 
your children's financial needs. How 
will you manage 
financially until a full 
financial settlement has 
been implemented? 

Immediate needs are 
called 'interim' by 
lawyers. 

What assets do you 
need to protect? Is there 
a credit card that needs 
to be stopped? A bank 
account to be frozen? 

You need to think fast, 
but don't panic. It's rare 
for anything to go 
wrong that cannot be 


put right. Even if your spouse walks 
out leaving you with nothing, you may 
obtain a small overdraft, borrow or 
make an immediate application to the 
court for interim maintenance. 

When I sit down with a new client, I 
consider how best to protect them. For 
example, what about assets held in one 
name only? How is the asset to be 
protected? In more complicated 
situations we may apply for an 
injunction. Such extreme situations 
arise when more sensible avenues have 
been exhausted. But 
if immediate action 
is required to 
stabilise your 
position, take it. 


idea to divide it, because not all assets 
will be divided equally and you may be 
agreeing to divide an asset that will 
later come to you in its entirety. 

I will ask my client to write to the 
bank, asking the bank manager to 
refuse to pay any money out in the 
absence of joint signatures. If other 
assets are held in joint names, such as 
stocks and shares, I will ask my client 
to write to the broker in similar terms. 
It is essential to take steps to preserve 
the status quo, but also to take steps 
that enable you to manage your 
finances during this interim period, 
until a full financial settlement has been 
negotiated. I suggest that school fees 
are paid out of income rather than 
capital: more likely than not, the capital 
will be required to pay for two houses.

D ulwich-based lighting 

designer Sharon Marston's 
bespoke sculptural lighting 
installations are seriously 
fabulous. Blurring the

Opera and Regent's Park Theatre and her 
love of textiles led to designing and 
creating accessories for Paul Smith, Bella 
Freud and Michiko Koshino. 

'It was through photographing 
costume work, using a woven nylon 
material, that I noticed how beautifully 
illuminated it appeared under the camera 
lights and I was inspired to start making 
lampshades,' she says. T literally took 
them to Purves and Purves on Tottenham 
Court Road and they bought the whole 
collection and it went from there.' 

Sharon still uses woven polymers 
today in her Parkhall studios in West 
Dulwich, as well as other pliable 
materials for her ever evolving designs. 

T favour traditional materials such as 
copper, brass, bronze and stainless steel 
because I can shape them myself and I've 
also introduced luxurious materials such 














over budget would always cut the 
decorative lighting first, and yet it makes 
such a difference/ 

For Sharon, miniature versions of her 
work are what make the difference in her 
own home: 'Domestic lighting, for me, is 
about a dual element. I have smaller 
versions of my installations at home 
which look beautiful but they also create 
a comfortable atmosphere. I dislike harsh 
overhead lighting and much prefer a soft 
ambience. I've had clients who've put my 
designs in their homes and they are the 
feature of the room - like having a 
beautiful painting on the wall/ 

With a portfolio of 27 very different 
lighting projects, Sharon's installations 
include Flora Cascade, an explosion of 
light and texture utilising the Sharon 
Marston signature shape. Ghost, 
featuring bell-like glass shapes whose 
undulating surfaces glint under the light. 
Flight, so called because of its weightless, •>

as hand-blown glass and fine bone china,' 
she explains. Tm passionate about the 
hand-crafted process and bringing 
together designers and craftspeople from 
different disciplines to create beautiful 
objects. This is my main source of 
inspiration as I think we're so good in 
this country at specialising in very niche, 
cottage industries.' 

Sharon has also pioneered the use of 
fibre optic technology in her work: T was 
drawn into fibre optics because the cable 
is so pliable and enables me to indulge in 
the textile techniques I really enjoy like 
boning and ruching. The beauty of fibre 
optics is that there's no heat in the fibres 
themselves - the heat is tucked away in a 
small projector so I can create dramatic 
lighting features for any setting.' 

With clients ranging from architects 
and interior designers - who commission 
large lighting features for hotel lobbies, 
commercial spaces and restaurants - to 
private clients seeking a striking piece 
of luxurious craft for their home, she 
admits that lighting has come a long 
way since the days of standard lamps 
inhabiting the corners of rooms. 

'People take lighting much more 
seriously now,' she says. 'I know when I 
started out, interior designers used to say

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ethereal qualities and feathery aspect, 
and Dujardin, a composition of white 
lucent bone china forms, resembling 
swallows, which undulate across 
canopies of sparkling fibres. For one 
of her most recent projects, she chose 
to work with willow cane. 

T designed a site specific piece for the 
Clerkenwell Design Week in May which 
had to be freestanding because it was 
housed in the Priory of the Order of 
St John. My installations are often 
suspended from the ceiling, but this one 
formed a canopy, so it was a whole new 
challenge. I thought that willow would 
be a beautiful material to work with and 
I discovered basketry and weaving 
techniques. I always enjoy learning 
something new and I wanted to work 
with natural materials just like the 


innovative British artist Andy Golds worth 
whose work with nature is such an 
inspiration to me/ 

Following on from the success of the 
piece, Sharon was invited to participate 
in this year's London Design Festival 
where she re-created the design. 

T re-used the willow cane and woven 
brass mesh petal shapes and interlaced 
them with fibre optic filaments. The shape 
was more like a wave drifting away than a 
canopy, which worked perfectly against 
the industrial backdrop of the Old Truman 
Brewery. What is exciting is that the 
festival showcased established lighting 


designers for the first time.' 

Each individual piece from the 
Marston studio encapsulates the skill 
and creativity of her breathtaking 
centerpieces, with their signature 
ethereality and jewel-like quality, which 
clearly stems back to those early days 
in jewellery design. And with her 
impressive client list, including The 
Langham Hotel, Mappin & Webb, the 
V&A Museum, Trump Towers and Dolce 
& Gabana, Sharon Marston is an amazing 
talent to have right on our doorstep.

Relations between the UK and US may have been frosty recently, 
but there’s no problem when it comes to London’s food scene 


T hey were the two pillars of 
my early London eating, 
star-spangled. Dixie¬ 
whistling treats whose very 
mention filled me with 
greedy delight. OK, so The Texas Lone 
Star and Chicago Rib Shack were hardly 
the twin pinnacles of gastronomic art. But 
with their battered road signs, country 
rock soundtracks and portions the size of 
my head, they seemed the most thrilling 
places in the world. 

This dynamic duo, alas, are long gone. 
And for a while, it seemed that London 
was condemned to a dank dungeon of 
ersatz American chow; limp burgers, 
flaccid hotdogs, bone-dry ribs and 
cocktails so sweet they'd make the teeth 
ache. Of course, some of the less 
enlightened snobs would claim that 
America has nothing to offer save junk. 
More fool them, because this great and 
glorious land has one of the most diverse, 
and exciting cuisines in the world. From 
the barbeque, fried chicken, and crawfish 
boils of the South, through the Mexican- 
tinged tucker of Texas and the South 
West, to the endless clam bakes, chowders 
and lobster rolls of the East Coast, 
America has it all. And now Londoners 
can get a taste of the real thing. 

Take the burger. Once it was Wimpy. 
Or, if you were very lucky indeed. The 
Hard Rock Cafe. Now you can hardly 
move for genuine burger joy. Meat Liquor 
(meatliquor.com), behind Oxford Street, 
not only serves up a fine burger, but first 
class hot dogs, all snap and succulence, 
and some pretty wonderful chicken wings 
too. Patty and Bun, Lucky Chip, Dirty 
Burger, Bukowski and Byron all have their 
own take on the marriage of prime beef 
and bread. 

Then there's steak. Once, we had to 
suffer the sweaty indignity of the 
Aberdeen Angus chain of barely edible 
despair. Now, we have the mighty 
Hawksmoor (thehawksmoor.com), 
purveyors of some very serious steak, as 
well as magical hotdogs and mighty 
burgers too. Pioneers and revolutionaries 
in every way, London's great heroes of 
magnificently charred flesh. Goodman 
(goodmanrestaurants.com) knows its top

class sirloins and rib eyes, with branches 
in Mayfair, the City and Canary Wharf. 
Red Hook, in Smithfield, is well worth a 
visit too. 

If you're looking for decent America 
barbeque, meat cooked slow and low, 
then Pitt Cue (pittcue.co.uk) is 
untouchable. Proper, smoke-blessed ribs, 
great snowy piles of silken pulled pork 
and burnt ends are just the beginning. Get 
there early and prepare to queue, but it's 
well worth the wait. Expect queues (as 
they don't take bookings) at Spuntino 
(spuntino.co.uk) and Mishkins (mishkins. 
co.uk), two beauties from super 
restaurateurs Russell Norman and Richard 
Beatty. The first offers a meld of New York 
speakeasy and the sort of gold plated, 
Italian American scented comfort food 
that never fails to delight. And Mishkins, 

'a kind of Jewish deli,' has mighty 
Reubens sandwiches, a very respectable 
matzo ball soup and spanking splendid 
hotdogs. In fact, it's rather better than the 
majority of classic New York delis upon 
which it's based. 

Smokehouse, located in the Canonbury 
side of Islington (smokehouseislington.co. 
uk), is not strictly American. But for 
flawless pulled pork, among many other 
beautiful dishes, it can't be beaten. I still 
have a soft spot for the Buffalo wings at 
The Big Easy (bigeasy.co.uk) in Chelsea. 
And barely a day goes by when I don't 
mourn the passing of Maxwells (although 
there is one branch left in Covent Garden) 
and their wonderful chilli con carne. 

As for diners, you can't beat Lucky 7 in 
Notting Hill, while newcomers Soho Diner 
(sohodiner.com) and Electric Diner 
(electricdiner.com) are equally excellent. 

All make a mean cheeseburger, and the 
rest of the menu is spot on too. So next 
time you crave a taste of real America, 
authentic satisfaction is never more than a 
stroll away. Our diplomatic ties with 
America might be a little shaky, but when 
it comes to eating, that Special 
Relationship is stronger than ever.

too. Franco Manca opened in 
Brixton Market in 2008, one of the 
pioneers of the food revolution that has 
swept the market and Brixton Village in 
recent years. The place already had roots 
here, as the legendary Franco pizzeria, 
owned by Franco Pensa, which was open 
from 1985-89. To honour its legacy, 
Giuseppe Mascoli and Bridget Hugo 
called their new artisan pizzeria Franco 
Manca, which means 'missing Franco'. 

Giuseppe and Bridget, crowned the 
'masters of pizza' by the media, set up 
the place to return pizza to its roots and 
remind us that soggy middles, bland 
flavours and heaps of cheese is not the 
way it's supposed to be. In Naples - where 
Giuseppe is from - pizza is famed for its 
simplicity and good quality ingredients. 

It seems we like it better that way too 
- the restaurant now has five branches 
across London, the latest opening in 
Balham earlier this year. 


So what's the secret to the perfect 
pizza? It's all in their new book. Artisan 
Pizza to Make Perfectly at Home , packed 
with some 50 delightful recipes that don't 
require a wood-burning oven capable of 
reaching 500°C. the book has the same 
ethos as the restaurant - keep it simple; 
know your products, your sources and 
what you are eating. 

Franco Manca's famous, slow-rising 
sourdough recipe produces a soft and 
easily digestible crust (these guys know 
their bread - Giuseppe and Bridget also 
run the Bread Bread bakery in Herne Hill). 
The book guides you through the steps 
to make it, as well as providing you with 
more than 50 recipes with seasonal 
variations - from a simple margherita 
to more intricate flavours like radicchio, 
smoked mozzarella and pigs cheek - 
growing and buying tips, and how to 
make your own flavoured oils, preserve 
tomatoes and cure meat.

RECIPE 


Sausage with wild 
broccoli (baked) 


Ingredients, per pizza 
1 dough ball, left to rise for 1.5-2 hours 
flour, for dusting 


For the friarielli (makes 4 baked pizzas) 
2 teaspoons extra virgin olive oil 
1 garlic clove, crushed 
V 2 red chilli, finely chopped 
200g friarielli (or wild broccoli) 

1 sausage 

75g mozzarella fior di latte 
V 2 tablespoon extra virgin olive oil 
5 slices Gruyere 

4 slices sweet pancetta 

5 teaspoons grated Pecorino 

2 teaspoons truffle oil (optional) 


B Prepare the friarielli: Heat the oil in a 
heavy saute pan and fry the garlic and 
chilli over a medium heat. Add the leaves, 
some salt and a drop of water and cover. 
Cook for about 4 minutes. Drain well and 
squeeze excess water from the leaves. 


Prepare the sausage: Set a heavy saute 
pan with enough water to coat the 
bottom and 1 tablespoon olive oil (or lard), 
on the stove over a medium heat. As the 
water comes to the boil, add the sausage 
and cook, covered, for about 15 minutes, 
then take the lid off and allow the water 
to evaporate. Let the sausage cool, then 
remove the skin. 


Place a rack on the highest shelf of 
an oven and turn the grill to its highest 
setting. When hot, place a greased 26cm 
iron pan on the stovetop and set to a 
medium heat. 


B Sprinkle a little flour over your hands 
and on the work surface and open the 
dough ball by flattening and stretching the 
dough with your fingers, or by rolling the 
dough with a rolling pin. 


Pick the pizza base up and gently stretch 
it a little further over your fists without 
tearing it. Drop this onto the hot pan, and 
allow it to start rising. 


As soon as the dough firms up, distribute 
the friarielli over the base and add the 
mozzarella, Gruyere, pancetta and a drizzle 
of olive oil. 


B Cook the pizza on top of the stove 
for about 3 minutes, then transfer the 
pan to the grill for a further 3-4 minutes. 


Once ready, sprinkle the Pecorino over 
the pizza, drizzle with the truffle oil, 
if using, and serve whole or in slices.

We're doing pretty well for beer 
choices in this neck of the woods with 
the Great Exhibition, the Draft House 
and now The Flying Pig (I feel an ale 
trail coming on). I set to work on the 
sampling, with Mark, the manager, 
talking me through the brews, some 
familiar, some novel, many American. 

Wanting a London brew I had a 
Kernel Pale Ale Galaxy. I've heard so 
much about Kernel - brewed in SE16 
and sold from the arches in Maltby 
Street SE1, it's south east London in 
a bottle. And served just less than 
chilled, it's smooth, easy to drink and 
disappeared pretty quickly, leading me 
to my second - a St Lupulin Extra Pale 
Ale from the American Odell Brewing 
Company. I've had this before and I love 
it, really light and refreshing. 

It's here that my beer quest stalled 
with a pulled pork burger topped with 
streaky bacon and served with chips. 
Smoky BBQ foods are the order of the 
day here - do check out the rack of ribs. 
After such a volume of food I dialled 
down a bit to the tried and tested 
Brooklyn Lager, a bit lighter on the 
sated taste buds.

Barcelona Tapas 


G azing out of the window at 
Barcelona Tapas on a dark, 
drizzly September evening, 

I heaved a huge sigh of discontent that 
the summer was over. But a quick 
glance at the bright, bold mosaics on 
the walls inside this Lordship Lane 
favourite and my mood immediately 
brightened. That and the fact that, of 
course, my friend and I both had a large 
glass of sangria in front of us already. 

Barcelona Tapas is one of those 
places that just lightens the mood. It's 
relaxed and the staff are wonderfully 
warm and happy to be there, and the 
food really is good. It's got that rustic 
authenticity that provides a refreshing 
antidote to London's constant thirst 
for something new. 

Torn between tapas and paella, my 
friend and I did the only sensible thing 
- ordered both. Unable to decide on 
the tapas, we enlisted the help of the 
manager David, who brought us 
homemade beef meatballs slow cooked 
with peppers, onions, and tomato 
sauce, patatas bravas with Catalan 
aioli- because you just have to - crispy 
courgette fries and calamari with 
coriander and lime aioli. That calamari 
- wow. Perfectly crisp on the outside 
and gooey on the inside, and complete 
with those little critters with teeny 


tentacles protruding from the batter. 

Next up we ordered the paella, 
a deliciously saffron-rich dish full of 
chicken, mussels, cockles, king prawns, 
and more. We didn't come close to 
finishing it, which meant I had the 
added bonus of enjoying it all over 
again as the staff happily doggy-bagged 
the rest up for me to take home. 

All of this was washed down with 
a lovely bottle of Barcelona Tapas' 
house Rioja, bottled especially for the 
restaurant in Spain. 

Just writing this review makes me 
want to be back there. I've a heck of 
a lot of tapas yet to try...

Staying in a traditional Moroccan Riad brings this 12 th century city alive 



M arrakech is a 12th century 

walled metropolis that has no 
shortage of things to do and 
see. The traditional souks are world 
famous, with many goods crafted in 
front of you while the main square, 

Jemaa el-Fna is the busiest in Africa and 
a UNESCO world heritage site. 

Marrakech boasts over 400 hotels but 
for my money, far better than a mere 
hotel, is a Riad - a traditional Moroccan 
mansion, generally built around an open 
garden or courtyard with a pool to cool 
the building. 

Arriving from the airport, your taxi 
passes along streets that narrow rapidly. 
In shady doorways wood is sawn and 
planed, metal welded and hammered and 
any type of produce sold. When the road 
becomes impassable, you are handed 
over to a porter with a trolley, who hauls 
your bags the remaining way. 

Located in one of the oldest parts of 
the city, the Riad al Farnatchi has nine 
suites, combining modern luxury with 


traditional Moroccan interiors. 
Approached down a covered alley there 
is nothing to give away the secrets of the 
Riad, bar the wooden sentry box next to 
the door, from which a member of staff 
will appear to usher you inside. 

And once inside, you experience your 
first great Moroccan contrast as the heat, 
noise and bustle of the city is quickly 
replaced by the calm of the Riad. 

Built from three neighbouring houses 
by the owner's father, initially for use as 
a holiday home, Riad al Farnatchi has 
been in business for nearly ten years. It 
offers a traditional white marble 
Hammam, where in addition to the 
steam bath, massage and beauty 
treatments are also available. At ground 
level there is a 
dining room and 
another dining 
area, plus plenty of 
sitting areas. 

But as far as we 
were concerned, 
the Riad's piece de 
resistance is the 
roof terrace, where 
there are more 
areas for dining, 
relaxing with a 
drink or lying on 
sun loungers. Added to 
that there is a spectacular 
view of the city, with the 
snow covered peaks of 
the Atlas mountains 
framing the vista. 

The feel of the place is 
a well appointed private 
house. There is nothing 


'hotel-ey' - no reception desk, no bar, 
signs, screens nor tills. If you want 
something, just ask and it will be brought 
to you with minimal fuss and maximum 
attentiveness. Highly civilised and very 
agreeable, as everything that is done, 
feels as if it is being done only for you. 

The suites are very comfortable and 
nearly all the furniture and fittings were 
made locally. In the winter there are 
large fireplaces in all rooms, which must 
add the required snugness when 
sunbathing is out of season. 

Food at the Riad al Farnatchi is first 
class. Breakfast comprises pancakes, 
fruit, local honey, yoghurt and excellent 
coffee. Dinner at the Riad is available if 
you book and local dishes are excellently 
cooked. The local wine is extremely good 
- a revelation in fact. 

There are no shortage of local 
restaurants and owner James Wix will 
happily make recommendations to suit 
you. In the daytime you will not run out 
of things to see and do. 

If you haven't been to Marrakech 
before, you must go. If you are worried it 
may not be for you, try a short break. 
And if you have been before, then go 
again and make a point of staying at the 
Riad al Farnatchi.

The price comparison website culture 
worries me. You get what you pay for and 
many people who use these websites go 
chasing the cheapest possible premiums 
without thinking of the potential consequences. 

I was reading recently how two people on the 
same road in St Asaph were treated very 
differently by their insurance companies after 
being affected by flooding. In November last 
year, heavy rains hit the whole of the South 
West. Paul lived at No 7 and Shirley lived at no 

II of the same road. 

Paul, his wife and two children woke up 
to find their living room, kitchen and dining 
room completely flooded. Getting his family 
out of the house as quickly as possible, Paul 
returned in his wellies and stood in his living 
room contemplating the damage in disbelief. 
There was knee deep, muddy flood water 
everywhere. The damage was considerable and 
so was the smell. Skirting boards and carpets 
were all completely ruined and in the kitchen, 
the flood water had destroyed most of the 
kitchen units. The wooden floor had come away 
from the foundations and water had penetrated 
all the electrical sockets. Thankfully, there was 
a power cut, so at least Paul wasn’t in danger 
of getting electrocuted. 

Earlier in the year, Paul had chosen his 
insurance company based on a 
recommendation from his parents who had 
been treated well by the insurer after they 
had been burgled. Upon calling them to 
discuss his troubles, they were courteous and 
sympathetic and immediately booked Paul 
and his family into a hotel that was convenient 
for them in terms of travel to and from work 
and for schooling. They sent a loss adjuster in 
as soon as the flood waters had subsided and 
within a week, a team of builders were in 
working to get his home back to its best. 

Paul felt like they really cared about him and 
his family and they pulled out all the stops to 
make them feel as comfortable as possible 
given the circumstances. 



Shirley had a very different experience, 
having selected the cheapest buildings 
insurance policy through one of the price 
comparison websites. Although her disaster 
was almost identical to Paul and his family’s, 
Shirley’s insurance company immediately 
went on the defensive when she contacted 
them. Because she had not clearly stated 
that she lived in a flood risk area on the 
original application form, her insurance 
policy was null and void and they would not be 
honouring her claim. The best they could do 
was to offer her a refund of her premiums! 
Shirley argued that she had not known that the 
property was in a flood risk area - in fact, prior 
to this incident, there had never been any 
history of flooding on their road. She was 
however referred to the Environment Agency 
website, where a map of England and Wales 
showed her area to be in the “blue zone” or “at 
risk of flooding”. 


Shocked to the core, Shirley maintained quite 
rightly that the insurance company should have 
made its own checks and made it clear at the 
time of application that she was in a flood risk 
area and may not be covered. Sadly, she was 
referred to paragraph two of section F of the 
terms and conditions which said that it was up 
to the applicant to research such things as 
subsidence and flood risk and to declare them. 
Case closed. 


Insurance companies make millions of pounds 
in profits every year. In Paul’s case, the insurance 
company was more concerned about its 
reputation than in paying out a claim - which 
would have been a mere blip on its balance sheet. 
Sadly, Shirley’s insurance company’s mission 
statement was more about rejecting consumer 
claims than in enhancing its reputation. 


Pay now or you’ll pay later. The principle runs 
true for all types of insurance be it car, life 
insurance, critical illness cover or buildings and 
contents. Don’t get caught out by the price 
comparison site culture. ■
